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INTRODUCTION. 


| ys tp there has been a public hearing in the Court of King's-Bench,. 
relative to the Complaints made by 7 Baillie in favour of the op- 


preſſed and injured Penſioners of Greenwich Hoſpital, and the matter is now 
become a common topic of converſation; yet the particulars of the many 
Grievances thoſe brave Veterans have ſuffered for many years, not having been 
properly laid before the Public, will be an excuſe for this endeavour to eluci- 
date the ſubject, which is become neceſſary by a late unauthenticated Pamphlet, 
which has made its appearance, entitled ** A State of Facts relative to Greenwich 


Hoſpital ;” the evident intention of which is, to perplex the underſtanding,  * 


miſlead the Reader, gain his attention ** reſpectable Liſis of Courts and 


Committees of Enquiry held by Authority ;” and thereby to gloſs over thoſe 
numerous and ſcandalous Abuſes which have been long undermining the 
foundation of that ſacred Charity, and at laſt, like a torrent, have totally 


ſubverted the Original Eſtabliſhment. -, 


It is intended to perform this taſk in the moſt plain and ſimple manner; 


neither to work upon the paſſions, to exaggerate abuſes, to load the guilty . 


with reproach, to. miſ-ſtate facts, nor ſpeak with aſperity or intemperance. 


Though Captain Baillie is totally diveſted of an illiberal thought of taking 


exception to any perſon on account of Country, or Locality, yet he confeſſes 
he ſaw with regret the preference given to thoſe whoſe Intereſts lay in a par- 
ticular County ; and Landmen introduced into. the Eſtabliſhment, on every 


vacancy of lucrative Offices, without regard to the prior Claims of the Navy | 


The dreadful conſequence of which was, ſupporting each other in all their 
Views and 8 obſtructing the Naval Officers in their duty, aſſociating 
orming a Faction under the diſtinction of the Civil [ntereft! 


in parties, and 
and at laſt getting the principal Management of the Hoſpital into their own 
hands, and threatening or expelling every Officer, petty Officer or others, 
"who ſhould dare to oppoſe their Career. | 


It would be endleſs to enumerate here the many Obſtacles and Impedi- 
ments conſtantly thrown in his way to thwart him in his Duty, and render

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= abortive his beſt endeavours for the proper government of the Penſioners, 
| which he bore with patience when he could apply no other remedy ; but 
when he perceived the Faction were reſolved to keep no bounds, and that they 
not only ſupported themſelves with unabating obſtinacy, but had alſo eſpouſed 
with unbecoming warmth the Intereſt of the Contractors, he could no longer 
keep terms with them: he therefore reſolved to obſerve them with a jealous 
"eye, and to put thoſe on their guard who were beſt able to aſſiſt him. His 
diligence was ſoon requited by the diſcovery of a Capital Fraud in the Con- 
+ trafting Butcher's principal Servant, who had made a practice of ſtealing large 
quantities of the Penſioners' proviſions. The wretch was tried, convicted, 
and tranſported, not without many difficulties, as even this Felon had his 
Friends and Supporters. 


On this occaſion the Firſt Lord of the Admiralty did Captain Baillie juſtice, 
by writing him the following Letter:

«© upon the Noble Foundation where you now are ſettled.

And ſurely Captain Baillie put a juſtifiable conſtruction on this mark of 
epprobation, in thinking it an incitement to his further zeal and attention in 
Duty: But, alas! his Lordſhip honoured him with no more vonchers of 

"this fort ; though the Captain flattered himſelf that his Second Diſcovery me- 
* >> rited another, and even a warmer teftimonial; for in a ſhort time after, he 
brought the Contracting Butcher himſelf to Trial at Guild- Hall, for ſeveral 

* Breaches in his Contracl, and convicted him in the penalties, to the ſatisfac- 

tion of the Court, and the joy of the Penfioners. He procured a Second Pro- 
ſecution againſt the ſame perſon for other Breaches of Contract; and when 
the Licutenant-Governor and othor Naval Officers were elated with the faireſt 
| proſpect of ſucceſs, when the Witneſſes were all ready in Court, and _

erſon muſt have been caſt in heavy penalties, and held up as an example, he 
bad the mortification to ſee the Directors enter into a ſhameful and inadequate 
compronfiſe, by compounding the Penalties; and the Contract, from that 
hour to this, enjoyed by the ſame Contract-Breaker, who is a Freeholder 


of Huntingdon. 


Captain Baillie ſaw himſelf a Cypher within the walls of his Government, 
and found that every Complaint he made, or Abuſe he repreſented, either 
ſtopped ſhort at the Board of Directors; or, if it reached the Admiralty, it 
was unanſwered, or unattended to: With concern and grief he viewed the 
violence of the Landmen increaſing ; their Union with the Contractors more 
intimate; the Penſioners cheated in their Food, Raiment, Waſhing, and 
Bedding ; and every avenue of Redreſs barred againſt him: He acknowledges 
his patience was at an end, and that he could not endure to ſee BRITISH 
SEAMEN fed on Bull-Beef, ſour Small-Beer ; and Linen waſhed in Hogs'- 
Dung, or other filthy ſubſtances; their Sheets curtailed, and their Shirts fo 
ſhort as ſcarcely to be kept in their Breeches. | 


As the dernier reſource, he drew up and printed the “ State of the Caſe of | 


« Greenwich Hoſpital,” addreſſed to the Court of Governors and Commiſ- 


fioners, hoping they would exert themſelves by enquiring into the Abuſes, 
and apply an adequate Remedy. In doing this he took all proper precaution, 
that he might not be accuſed-of Raſhneſs, or Impatience; and left one Printed 
Copy, ſealed up, for the Firſt Lord of the Admiralty, on March the 7th, 1778, 
Nine days before he ſhewed it to his Brother, or his moſt intimate Friend; 
and ſolemnly declares, That, if his Lordſhip had taken or propoſed any one 
Plan to remedy the Abuſes, his firm reſolution was, to deſtroy all the 
Copies, and bury the whole in oblivion : But when he waited on Lord Sand- 
wich the Ninth day, all, hopes of this kind vaniſhed ; for, on an interview 
with his Lordſhip, Sir Hugh Palliſer and Mr. Secretary Stephens being pre- 
ſent, with Pen and Ink before them, his Lordſhip ſaid, Sir, I have received 
* a very extraordinary Letter from You'—and pauſed. Captain Baillie re- 
plied, That “it was upon a very extraordinay Occaſion” ; and ſuſpecting that 
an Examination was intended, whilſt he had no Friend or Witneſs on the ſpoty 
he reſpectfully aſked If his Lordſhip had any Commands upon it?“ And 
the reply being, None at all ;” Captain Baillie withdrew ; and, upon find- 
ing, the next day, that the Rev. Mr. Cooke, his Lordſhip's Chaplain, was in 
poſſeſſion of the Printed Caſe, and had mentioned it in Company ſome days 
before, he did then, and not till then, deliver ſeveral Copies thereof to the 
Governors and Commiſſioners of the Hoſpital ; and incloſed one to the Se- 


cretary of the Admiralty, requeſting that he wauld lay the ſame officially . — 


before the Board; praying at the ſame time, that they would ſummon an effi-

= cient General Court, for the purpoſe of a Fair and Candid Enquiry into'the 
Truth thereof. | 


On the 14th of April following, a Court of Governors and Commiſlioners. 
was held at the Admiralty; and Lord Sandwich informed them, That the 
meeting was intended, to take into conſideration a Letter the Secretary had 
received from Captain Baillie, Lieutenant-Governor, accompanied with a 
printed Book, entitled «© The Caſe of the Royal Hoſpital for Seamen at 
Greenwich”, &c. as alſo ſeveral applications from the Board of Directors, 


Officers, Clerks, &c. who conceived themſelves injured by the ſaid Printed 
Caſe. | 


Captain Baillie then acquainted the Court, That the Complaint from the 
- Officers was obtained by the moſt indirect means, by Lord Sandwich's Chap- 


lain, who went about the Hoſpital for Names, as if he had been canvaſſing 
at an Election. | | | 


Mr. Cut, one of the Court, then preſent, moved, That a Committee of 
Directors ſhould be 22 to inveſtigate the grounds of the ſaid Printed 
Complaint ; and the Lieutenant-Governor was applied to by Lord Sandwich 
for his conſent ; but he poſitively objected to the mode of admitting thoſe 
hom he had accuſed, to be his Judges; and therefore wiſhed for a Court of 
Governors that were not Directors. Notwithſtanding this juſt and reaſonable 
requeſt, Seven Directors were then nominated by Lord Sandwich as a Com- 

mittee of Enquiry; Three of whom to be a- Dorum. . accordingly met 
gat Greenwich Hoſpital, and proceeded to examine Witneſſes, but not upon e 
Oath; the Lieutenant- Governor attending, accompanied with a Friend in 


his behalf. 


From the firſt outſet he was convinced his ſuſpicions were but too well: 
founded ;.for he was brow-beat.by the Counſel, inſulted by the Civil Officers, 
and his Witneſſes refuſed to be heard, as appears from the Affidavit of Thomas. 

Cowley, which ſhews in what manner this Committee conducted themſelves, . 
and the buſineſs entruſted to them, which they finiſhed in Seven Meetings.

Memorial ; or he would begin and . through, by ſubſtantiating 
the whole by the moſt incontrovertible Teſtimony, which the Court of En- 


Lord Sandwich anſwered, That the buſineſs of the Meeting was, to receive 
the Report from the Committee of Enquiry. | 


When this reaſonable propoſal was rejected, Mr. Hicks, the Six- penny 
Receiver, moved, That the Lieutenant-Governor ſhould be removed from 
his Office ; which was immediately ſeconded by Lord Sandwich, who deſired 
all thoſe who were of his opinion to hold up their hands; at the ſame time 
raiſing his as the Signal, which was complied with by the whole Meeting. 


It is obſervable, that a Mr. Begſton Long fat at this Board, and voted, 
though neither Governor nor Director, but a Contractor; and that Admiral 
Sir Edward Hughs entered the room juſt as the matter was finiſhing ; but— 

ſaved his diſtance, and held up his hand, without the leaſt conſideration or 

examination of the proceedings. 


Whoever is acquainted with the Charter of Greenwich Hoſpital, and recolle&s 
that the Court of Governors and Commiſſioners is the moſt reſpectable Body 

of Men in the Kingdom, conſiſting of the Princes of the Blood, the Great 
Otficers of State, the Privy Council, the Judges, Admirals, &c. &c. will be 
ſurpriſed to hear, that on an occaſion ſo important as the Removal of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of the Hoſpital, who is named in the Charter as a Governor, 
Commiſſioner, and Director, none of thoſe Noble Perſonages were ſum- 
*moned to attend; and their ſurpriſe will increaſe at ſeeing the names of thoſe 
very Gentlemen voting to deprive him of his Office, who were at that time 
carrying on malicious Proſecutions againſt him in the Court of King's Bench, 


having endeavoured to prove his Printed Caſe to be a Libel ; not being content 


with their efforts to deprive the Lieutenant-Governor of his Preferment, but 
his Liberty alſo, as they hoped to cruſh him with the accumulated weight of 
Six different Proſecutions. + | | 


On the 13th day of Auguf, 1778, Captain Bailke received an Order, by 
the hands of Sir Charles Hardy, the Governor, to ſuſpend him from all Duty 
and Emoluments of his Office of Lieutenant-Governor, Director, and a Mem- 
ber of the Council, of Greenwich Hoſpital, as a puniſhment for having (as 
as alledged) aſperſed the characters of the Directors, and others, in his 


== Printed Caſe and Memorial, which was reported by the Committee to be ma- 
* icious and void of foundation; under which Suſpenſion he was continued 
dull che 25th Day of December following. 


EEE ee interval, the Proſecutions for the Libel were carrying on; and

the ſeveral Rules were diſcharged with Coſts, to the general ſatisfaction of an 
indignant Audience. | 


Captain Bazlhe, as has been already obſerved, was continued under Suſ- 
penſion : And, though no additional Crime was alledged againſt him ; and 
though it was admitted by a Letter, now in his poſſeſſion, from the Secretary 
of the Admiralty, that no freſh Complaints had been exhibited ; yet an ad- 
ditional Puniſhment, and that of the heavieſt kind, was meditating againſt 
him; no leſs than to turn him out of his Office of Lieutenant Governor and 
Director, by which himſelf and family are intirely ruined. 


But, as this was a ſtep of conſequence, it was to be conſidered, Whether 
it was beſt to do it with a high and violent hand, or whether it would not be 
more expedient to get rid of him by obtaining his own Conſent to reſign his 
Office. For this purpoſe the following Stratagem was contrived. 


A Mr. B enters into a pretended accidental converſation with 
Mr. M. „one of Captain Baz/lie's Counſel, relative to the tranſactions 
of Greenwich Hoſpital, and expreſſes a deſire of bringing about a Compro- 
miſe, if poſſible, by offering Captain Baillie an Equivalent for his Appoint- 
ment of Lieutenant Governor, on the Captain's voluntary Reſignation. 
This was reported by Mr. M: to the Captain, who anſwered, That he 
had, above a year ago, expreſſed a willingneſs, .by himſelf and others, to take 
an Equivalent; and was now conſiſtent, and of the ſame opinion, provided 
his Honour was not to be injured in the Propoſals intended.. 9 


Soon after this, Mr. M—— was ſent for to the Admiralty, and had a con- 
verſation with Lord Sandwich in preſence of Mr. B-—-7, and the Reverend 
Mr. Cooke ; and in a day or two the Lieutenant Governor, and his Brother, 
Mr. William Baillie, were ſent for to Mr. M 's Chambers, at Lincoln's-Inn; 
where Mr. B——: attended, as the Deputy in the Treaty, on the part of the 
Firſt Lord of the Admiralty, to know exactly the Terms that would content 
the Lieutenant Governor, as a Compenſation or Equivalent for what he held; 
and to tempt him to allow the Printing of the Report of the Committee of 
Enquiry without making any Anſwer ; which he rejected with diſdain, aſ- - 


ſerting, That nothing ſhould tempt him to ſuffer their Falſchoods to re- 
% main unanſwered.” | | 


This Declaration was near undoing all; and the Negociator employed on 
the part of the Firſt Lord of the Admiralty ſeemed alarmed at hearing that 
the Duke of Richmond was in poſſeſſion of the different facts which had ap- 
peared in evidence in the Court of King's-Bench. | ba | 


Soon after, a Second Meeting of the Parties was held, when it was inti- 
mated to the Lieutenant Governor, That his Terms could not be acceded 
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to, and that he muſt ſurrender at diſcretion, ** as unconditional Submiſſion was

** expected: And Lord Sandwich promiſed, © That, if he would write him a 
« Letter, and make his Reſignation, complaining that he was moved thereto 


by a Combination being formed againſt him, which obſtructed him in his 
Duty, on ſach his Compliance his Lordſhip would make his Half-Pay 


« equal to Six Hundred Pounds per Annum, which his Lordſhip valued the 
«« Captain's preſent promotion at: But if he refuſed, or reſiſted, his Lordſhip 


* would conſider it as a Flag of Defiance hung out againſt him; and he ſhould 


«therefore turn him out, and he muſt then take the conſequence, 
This menace had by no means the effect intended; for the Lieutenant- 
Governor ſpurned at the idea of criminating himſelf by a voluntary Reſig- 


nation, which would hurt his Honour. The threat was therefore put into 
execution; and he was turned out of all his Employments, of Governor 


and Commiſſioner, of Lieutenant-Governor and Director, on the 25th of 
December, 1778; and Captain Fervais Maplęſden, of the Hoſpital, appointed 
as his Succeſlor. 


< We promiſed to avoid all Perſonalities and Reproach : However, we can- 
mot refrain from referring the Reader to the Affidavit of Nurſe Perry, to ex- 


Plain the Character of this Gentleman. We ſhall only add, that he warmly 


eſpouſed the intereſt of the Civil Officers, and joined with them in a Com- 
plaint againſt Captain Baillie. 


Tue other Affidavits filed in the Court of King :- Bencb are alſo adjoined, 


o verify the Printed Caſe, and with intent to exculpate and reſcue Captain 


 Baillie's Character from the malignant Aſperſion thrown on him by the Re- 


port, which aſſerts his whole Complaint to be a malicious Falſehood. 


The Negociation which the Firſt Lord of the Admiralty vouchſafed to 


enter into, is brought forward to ſhow what his Lordſhip's own private opi- 
nion was of the matter; and that, at the time he was depriving him of his 
-Office, he thought him worthy of a compenſation ; which it is not probahle 


he would have attempted, if the Printed Caſe had been, as the Committee of 


Enquiry had reported it to be, a malicious Calumny. 
| For if Captain Baz/lie had miſbehaved, and merited the heavy puniſhment 


of Diſmiſſion, how dared Lord Sandwich ſquander the Public Money by 


giving.a Penſion of Six Hundred Pounds a year to ſo great a Delinquent ! If, 
on the other hand, the Penſion was to be conſidered as an Equivalent to this 
-injured' Officer,, how ſhameleſs was his Lordſhip's conduct, to remove an 
Innocent Man from his Office, without compenſation |! 


+ ;His Lordſhip, therefore, has either perſecuted to ruin, a Man whom he. 
knew to be Innocent, or would have rewardgd with a Penſion an Officer ex- 


pelleg for Miſbehavionr ! ! !

HOMAS COWLEY, of Corporation-Row, in the pariſh of St. James's, 

London, maketh oath, and faith, That he was at Greenwich- Hoſpital 

on the 18th of April laſt, the day on which the Committee (appointed by 

the General Court of Commiſſioners and Governors of the ſaid Hoſpital, in 

conſequence of a Caſe and Memorial laid before them by Thomas Bailke, Eſq; 
the Lieutenant-Governor) held their firſt meeting. 


And this Deponent faith, That, ſoon after the opening of the Committee, 
the Lieutenant-Governor came and told the Deponent, that there was a 
Counſellor at Law preſent, of which no notice had been given to him, and 
expreſſed much ſurpriſe and reſentment, as he was not prepared with ſuch 
aſſiſtance ; but that the Committee had conſented that he ſhould introduce a 
Friend; on which the Lieutenant-Governor deſired this Deponent to attend 
on his behalf, and added, that, however partial or unfair the proceedings of 
the Committee might be, he was determined to give them no pretence for 
faying, that he refuſed to attend, or produce his evidence before them, 
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This Deponent ſaith, That he was then introduced into the Committee- 
Room, in which were preſent Mr. Cuſt, Chairman, Mr. Savary, Mr. Wells, 
and Mr. Reynolds, Members of the ſaid Committee; and allo Mr. Steward, 
the Surveyor of the Hoſpital, and a Director, but not a Member of the Com- 
mittee; Mr. 1bbetſon, the Secretary; Mr. Cook, his Deputy, who acted as 
Clerk of the meeting; Mr. Evere/t, the Solicitor of the Hoſpital ; and Mr. 
Morgan, the Counſel. 


And this Deponent faith, That, beſides the Chairman and Clerk of the 
meeting, Mr. 1bbetſon and Mr. Evereſt fat at a ſeparate table, and appeared 
to be taking minutes of the proceedings. | 


And this Deponent faith, That, before the Committee proceeded to buſi- 
neſs, the Lieutenant-Governor delivered to the Clerk a letter, or written 
declaration, which was read ; wherein the Lieutenant-Governor proteſted, in 
very ſtrong terms, againſt the Committee, as an unfair and unwarrantable 
tribunal, which had been appointed to enquire, and make a report, concern- 


ing the truth of charges, the greater part of which were againſt the conduct 


of the Board of Directors, of which Board the Committee were all Members, 


and had therefore undertaken to be Judges in their own cauſe; or words to 
that effect. | 


And this Deponent faith, That notice was alſo taken in the ſaid letter, 
that actions had been threatened, and Counſel retained, by the Board of 
Directors, and by the ſeveral perſons who had complained of the Caſe and 
Memorial; and that they had thereby made themſelves parties, and were 
conſequently incompetent witneſles. | 


And this Deponent ſaith, That, in the faid letter, the Lieutenant- 
Governor, after repeating the proteſt againſt the manner in which the Com- 
mittee was conſtituted, profeſſed a readineſs to attend them, in order to give 
all the aſſiſtance in his power, for the promotion of ſo deſirable an end, as 
the reformation of abuſes in Greenwich- Hoſpital, which might be the con- 


ſequence, if the Committee ſhould, notwithſtanding. the preſent appearance, 


enquire with candour into the truth of the ſeveral allegations contained in. 
the faid Caſe and Memorial. 


This Deponent faith, That the principal charges were there enumerated 
under eighteen different heads. | 


And this Deponent faith, That, when the Clerk had read this ſaid letter, 
the Lieutenant-Governor addreſſed himſelf to the Chairman, and deſired 
that the charges might be enquired into, in the order in which they _ 
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was; or words to that effect. 
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then enumerated, and the Caſe read from the beginning; and alſo that he 
might have copies of the ſeveral complaints which had been exhibited againſt 
him at the Admiralty. F | 


And this Deponent faith, That the Chairman peremptorily refuſed theſe 
requeſts, and faid, in a very warm manner, that the Committee would pro- 
ceed in the enquiry in what manner they thought proper; and, turning to 
Mr. Morgan, deſired him to proceed. f 


And this Deponent ſaith, That Mr. Morgan then read the paragraph, at 
page 9. of the printed Caſe, in which it 1s ſaid, That the Receiver and 
Comptroller of the Sixpenny-Office, and the Surveyor of the Hoſpital, fit as 
Members of the Board of Directors, when their accounts are examined, 
and form a majority in the deliberations concerning them. 


And this Deponent faith, That Mr. Morgan, after ſpeaking in very harſh 
terms of the charge, deſired the Lieutenant-Governor to prove it, who re- 
ferred to the minutes of the Board of Direction, and to the knowledge of 
the Members of the Committee. 


And this Deponent faith, That it was acknowledged that they were 
uſually preſent, but denied that they examined the faid accounts. Several 
books were produced to prove, by the initials ſigned to the faid accounts, that 


they were examined by other Members. 


And this Deponent faith, That the Lieutenant-Governor then ſaid, that he 


| knew very well that the Receiver and others never ſigned their own accounts z 


but that what he had ſaid in the caſe was, that they were Members of, and 
uſually fat at the Board when their accounts were examined and paſſed, and 
that they voted at any queſtion which aroſe directly or indirectly concerning 
them; or words to that effect. 


And this Deponent faith, That he underſtood it to be admitted that they 
were uſually preſent, . 


And this Deponent faith, That Mr. 1bbe:/on, the Secretary, undertook to 
explain (which he did whenever he thought proper throughout the proceed- 
ings) and ſaid that the Auditor was the proper Officer to examine the aid 
accounts, and that their being examined by the Board of Direction was con- 
fidered as a matter of form ; to which the Lieutenant-Governor replied, That 
there were ſeveral matters relating to the ſaid accounts which were not within 
the province of the Auditor, the examination of which ought not to be con- 
ſidered by the body of the Directors as ſo much a matter of form as it now 
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And this Deponent faith, That a note in the ſame page was then read by 
Mr. Morgan, in which it is ſaid that too large a part of the Infirmary is ap- 
7 — to the apartments of the Officers, which was a deviation from the 


original intention of an Infirmary; on which Mr. Morgan deſired the 


Lieutenant-Governor to prove what was the intention in building the faid 
Infirmary : And this Deponent faith this ſeemingly frivolous queſtion was 


much preſſed, and ſeveral times repeated both by Mr. Morgan and the Chair- 


man, in a manner which appeared to the Deponent to be rather calculated 
to confuſe the Lieutenant-Governor than to anſwer any purpoſe of fair en- 
quiry : but they were told that the name given the building was a ſufficient 


anſwer to the queſtion ; that it was a houſe for the ſick and helpleſs, and 


that no other intention could be avowed. 


And this Deponent faith, That Mr. Morgan then ſaid, that Mr. Steward 
was charged, as Surveyor, with acting without or contrary to his order; which 
the Lieutenant-Governor denied, and faid that he meant to make no ſuch 
charge ; that he had never ſuppoſed but that the Surveyor and Receiver acted 
under orders from the Ditectors; and that he believed the Infirmary had been 


finally approved by that Board, which he underſtood to be a proper juſtifi- 
cation of the Surveyor's conduct; but that he meant to charge the Directors 
before the General Court with acting improperly in giving ſuch orders, or 


permitting the Infirmary to be built and finiſhed in ſuch a manner; and that 


the Surveyor, as a Member of the Board of Directors, had an opportunity 


of voting in approbation of his own conduct, and of influencing his 
Brother Directors. 


And this Deponent "faith, That the Lieutanant Governor then defired 
that the Phyſician and Surgeon of the Infirmary might be called to prove 
that there was not room to receive the ſeveral helpleis men, and alſo the 


defective ſtate of the wood-work of the ſaid Infirmary, which is particularly 
charged in the ſaid note. | | 


And this Deponent faith, That the Committee poſitively and repeatedly 
refuſed to permit them to be called. It was faid that the Committee were 
then enquiring into the charge againſt Mr. Steward, for building the 


Infirmary improperly ; and that the evidence of the Phyſician and Surgeon. 


did not relate to that point. 


And this Deponent faith, That the conduct of the Committee was nearly 
"Amilar during the whole of their proceedings; and when the Lieutenant- 
Governor appeared to be fully prepared to prove any paſſage or note in the ſaid, 


Caſe or Memorial, reaſons were generally given by Mr. Morgan, and accepted. 
by the Committee, why the Evidence ſhould not then be heard: it was 
, uſually 
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uſually ſaid, it was too ſoon; and if the fame evidence was afterwards offered, 
it was commonly declared to be too late. And this Deponent faith, that, 
after refuſing to hear the two Witneſſes now called by the Lieutenant- 
Governor, Mr. Mylune, the Clerk of the Works, one of the Complainants 
againſt the Lieutenant- Governor, was called at the deſire of Mr. Morgan. 
And this Deponent faith, that Mr. Mine produced. ſeveral. plans and. 
ſections of the ſaid Infirmary, and gave it as his opinion, that the ſaid 
Infirmary was built perfectly agreeable to the ſaid plans; and alſo that there 
was not the leaſt foundation-for the ſeveral charges. concerning the Infirmary 
in the printed Caſe; but being preſſed, he acknowledged that the Infirmary 
had been finiſhed in a hurry, that it had net been properly painted, that the 
whole now wanted repair,. and that the pannels of the wainſcot were much 
ſhrunk, and muſt be pieced out in many places: Mr. My/ze faid, that all 
buildings were in the fame ſtate at the end of ten or. twelve years, even when 
the beſt materials were uſed: | 


And this Deponent further faith, That Mr. Mylne ſaid, near the finks great 
damage had been done by twirling the mops, which had wetted the floors, 
walls, and ſome of the timber, which were in a decayed ſtate, Mr. Mylns 
alſo acknowledged that the Matron had a room in which ſhe tranſacted her 
buſineſs ; that the Surgeon had a ſurgery, the Apothecary had a ſhop, and 
the Phyſician a conſulting-room ; none of which was deſcribed in any of 
the ſaid plans, and were not included in the ſpaces allotted in the plans for 
the apartments of the ſaid perſons. 


And. this Deponent. faith, That the Lieutenant-Governor then aſked the 
Clerk of the Woiks, if he had not received letters from the ſeveral Officers 
of the Infirmary, complaining of the defective ſtate of the wood-work thereof: 
To which the Clerk of the Works ſaid, that ſuch letters had been referred to 
him by the Board of Directors, and that he had ſome of them in his pocket; 
on which the Lieutenant-Governor deſired they might be read, to which 
Mr. Morgan objected, and declared he would not ſuffer his Client to read 
evidence againſt himſelf. Mr. Morgan was then aſked who were his Clients; 
and what right he had to appear there, and prevent the officers of the houſe 
from giving that evidence which it was their duty to do? To which Mr. Morgan 
made no aaſwer ; but the Chairman ſaid the Committee would permit him, 
or words to that effect; and Mr. My/ne then withdrew. | 


And this Deponent faith, That the Lieutenant-Governor then addreſſed 
the Chairman, and ſaid, that if he could not prove what he had faid of 
the Infirmary before the Committee, it would be impoſſible to prove any 
thing; and if the Committee did not chuſe to hear any more evidence about 
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the Infirmary, he earneſtly requeſted them to view it themſelves, when he 
would venture to aſſure them that they would find it in a worſe ſtate than 
any thing they could conceive from the Printed Caſe, or from the evidence 
which they had heard. . 


| And this Deponent ſaith, That the Committee poſitively refuſed to viſit 
or inſpect the ſaid Infirmary, and deſired Mr. Morgan to proceed. 


And this Deponent faith, That no further examination or enquiry was 
made into the matter of the Infirmary during the ſeven meetings of the 
Committee at which he was preſent. 


And this Deponent underſtands and believes, That theſe ſeven Meetings 
were all that were held in the Hoſpital. a 


And this Deponent faith, That the whole enquiry was conducted nearly 
in the ſame manner. | 


And this Deponent further faith, That he hath ſince viewed the Infirmary, 
in company with the Lieutenant-Governor and a Maſter Builder of expe- 
rience; to whom it appeared in a very different light from what it was 
repreſented by Mr. Mylze ; that the wood uſed appeared to be Peterſburg 
deals, which are much leſs durable than thoſe from Norway, and very unfit 
for a building of this nature ; that the pannels of the wainſcots are in many 
places ſhrunk out of the ſtiles, and there are many large cracks in them, 
though they have been already pieced out in many places, and the mouldings 
cut off and nailed on again'; that the floors in many places appear to be much 
more worn than they do in the Hoſpital, and that many of the boards are 
rotten, and crumble under the feet. : 


And this Deponent faith, That the window-frames have been ſo badly 
fitted, or improperly ſeaſoned, that they in general appear to be ſhrunk three 
or four inches out of their places, and that many of them ſeem as if they 
were falling in. 


And this Deponent faith, That it appeared that a building in the centre of 
the ſquare, in which there are a number of drains and other conveniences 
which require much water to be uſed, have been improperly planned, and 
conſtructed of wood, inſtead of ſtone or brick arches and floors, as they are in 
the Hoſpital ; that the floors are rotten, and have been ſhored up, and that 
che ſaid building now exhibits a filthy, ruinous, and contemptible appear- 
ance. And this Deponent faith, That the ſecond note in page 10 was then 
read, relating to the Cleaning of the Painted Hall ; and the Lieutenant-Go- 
— ; " vernor

vernor was defired, in a very warm and peremptory manner, to prove that the 
Surveyor had laid ſuch propoſals before the Board of Directors as are there 
ſtated ; and that much diſagreeable altercation enſued, and harſh terms of 
reprehenſiom were uſed to the Lieutenant-Governor for aſſerting what he 
could not prove, who then ſaid, that the Members of the Committee well 
knew that no facts were ſtated but what were true, however he might differ 
from them in opinion concerning the concluſion to be drawn from them ; that 
he had ſtated the facts to the General Court in the manner which they appeared 
to him ; and that, if he ſhould be called on judicially to prove them, there 
could be no evidence but the Minutes of the Board of Directors, and the 
Directors themſelves ; and that, in this caſe, he muſt ſubpœna the Members 
of the Committee, or words to that effect. 


And this Deponent faith, That the Lieutenant-Governor then added, that 
he was not preſent at the Board when the propoſals were firſt laid before the 
Directors for cleaning the Painted Hall, but that he had received a copy of 
them from Mr.. Savary, a Member of the Committee. 


And this Deponent faith, That Mr. Savary then acknowledged that he had 
given a Copy of the ſaid Propoſals to the Lientenant-Governor, which were 
the ſame as thoſe meationed in the Printed Caſe. 


And this Deponent faith, That till Mr. Savary made this acknow- 
ledgment, the Committee appeared to be determined to conſider the whole: 
note as not true; but that afterwards, ſeveral extracts from the minutes of 
the Directors and letters were read, and Mr. Devis, the perſon employed to- 
clean the Painted Hall, was examined : from all which it appeared that the 


facts were the ſame as mentioned in the Printed Caſe; but the Committee 


appeared to think the concluſions to be drawn from them were very different 
from what were drawn in the faid Caſe; and that the giving 1000l. for 
cleaning the ſaid Painted Hall was a very prudent and proper bargain, 
which had been made with great circumſpection; but that there were ſeveral. 


reaſons which induced the Directors not to advertiſe for propoſals for clean- 
ing the faid Hall. | 


But this Deponent ſaith, That it was not declared what thoſe reaſons were. 


And this Deponent faith, that when the ſaid Mr. Devis's firſt letter was 
read, it appeared that he had informed the Directors that Three Shillings per 


foot was paid for cleaning the Paintings in Chrift's Hoſpital, but that he would: 


clean the Painted Hall for Four-pence Halfpenny per foot. 


And this Deponent ſaith, that Devis was aſked if he meant. to intimate 


to. 
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"to the Directors that he would clean the Painted Hall in the fame manner 
for” Four-pence Halfpenny per foot, as he had done at Chrift's Hoſpital for 
Three Shillings ; but that Mr. Morgan interfered, and no ſatisfactory an- 
ſwer could be obtained. ; 


And this Deponent faith, That there appeared ta be a miſtake in printing 
ſome of the dates of ſome of the tranſactions; but that it was acknowledged, 
that it did not affect the truth of, the ſeveral circumſtances related. 


And this Deponent faith, That Mr. Morgen obſerved, that there was a dif- 
| ference of One Hundred Pounds in the ſum mentioned in the body of the 
Caſe, and in the Letter ſigned T. Greenwood in the Appendix, and inſiſted 
on this as a proof of inaccuracy and careleſſneſs in making the ſaid charge; 
to which the Lieutenant-Governor anſwered, that he underſtood and believed 
that Mr. Greenwood would have mentioned a leſs ſum than he did if he had 
not heard that it was intended to give One Thouſand Pounds; and that he 
the Lieutenant-Governor was now of opinion, that if advertiſements had 
been publiſhed, all that was neceſſary might have been done for Two 
Hundred and Fifty Pounds ; or words to that effect. | 


And this Deponent ſaith, That the perſon who cleans the Chapel was not 
called in, nor any other evidence, on the ſubject of the Painted Hall, at any 
of the ſeven; Meetings of the Committee, at which he was preſent ; and it 

appeared to this Deponent, from the letters and minutes which were read, 
K 4 the facts related were true, but that the Committee and Lieutenant- 
Governor formed different opinions concerning the concluſions to be drawn 


from them, 


And this Deponent faith, that there was then ſome altercation concerning 


whether the Building was finiſhed or not, and whether there ought to be 


both a Surveyor and a Clerk of the Works; but the Deponent does not re- 
collect, nor does it appear from his minutes, that any evidence was given on 
thoſe matters at that time. | 


And this Deponent further faith, That Mr. Morgan then proceeded to thoſe 
paſſages, which he ſaid contained charges againſt Mr. J5bet/on, and read the 
; e. in page 36, beginning with'the words, “On finding that he could 
not ouſt the Penfioner”, &c. 


And this Deponent faith, That it was determined by the Committee, as 
there were ſeveral particular charges concerning the Apartments and the 
Gallery in the poſſeſſlon of Mr. 14be:ſon, that they ſhould view the ſame; and 

that Mr. Fells, Mr. Savary, and Mr. Reynolds, Members of the —— 
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. Mr. Thbetſon, the Secretary, Mr. Mylne, the Clerk of the Works, and alfo 


the Lieutenant-Governor, and the Deponent, went and viewed the faid Gallery, 
and a part of the faid Apartments in the. poſſeſſion of Mr, 1bbetſon, and of 


Lieutenant Beſſon. | £ 


And this Deponent faith, That the Lieutenant-Governor defired that 
Captain Abaright, an Officer of the Houſe, might view the ſaid Gallery, as 
he had made ſeverat obſervations when the alterations were made, but that 
the Committee refuſed the ſame ; and that when Captain Allurigbt offered to 
attend the Members of the Committee, when they were going into the apart- 
ments of the ſaid Mr. Lberſon, it was peremptorily refuſed, and he was 
ordered to withdraw; and it was faid, that the Lieutenant-Governor had 
choſen the Deponent to be preſent on his behalf, at the proceedings of the 
Committee, and that he could haye no other; or words to that effect. 


; And this Deponent faith, That Mr. Thbetfon ſhewed to the Members of 


the Committee the ſaid Gallery, and informed them, that he had taken in. 


twelve feet of it, by the permiſſion of the Board of Directors; but that the 


reſt, which was in his poſſeſſion, was taken in by his Predeceſſors. 


And this Deponent faith, That Mr. Ibbetfon ſhewed to the Members of the 
Committee a Room, which he had formed at the upper end of the ſaid Gal- 


lery, in which Room there was a fire-plage;; and Mr. beton acknowledged, 


that the flue from this fire-place had been inſerted into the centre-wall of the 
Royal George, Victory, Cumberland, and Fenning Wards, and carried along 
the ſaid wall, to join a ſtack of chimnies in the centre of thoſe Wards; and 
Mr. 14bet/on alſo ſaid, that the ſtack of chimneys had been taken down, but 
that another chimney had been inſerted at the ſame time, from Mr. Beſon's 


Apartments. 


And this Deponent faith, That Mr. 1betſon ths ſhewed a Cloſet, 2 


which he had contrived that the Penſioners might break through into 
Gallery in caſe of fire. 0 


This Deponent ſaith, That the Lieutenant · Governor expreſſed pat ſatiſ. 


faction, on ſeeing that theſe precautions had been taken; but obſerved, that 
he did not know of them, and he apprehended that the Men in the Wards 


did not know of them; and that if this calamity ſhould happen when Mr.

. oe Family were in Landon, which was frequently the cafe, the Men

Great Stairs; and that neither of theſe doors were in the original plan of the 


building, and that they ought not to be there.

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And this Deponent faith, That great pains were taken, both by Mr. [Zer-- 


n and Mr. Mine, to ſhew, that the walls did not appear to be weakened by. 


cutting the chimney-flue into them, and that it did not appear that the plai- 
ſter was any where diſcoloured : On which the Lieutenant-Gevernor aid, 
that, whether the danger was great or little, he confidered it as wantonly and. 
unneceſſarily incurred; and that miſchief from fire was not gradual, but ſud- 
den and immediate; and that fire might break out even before the plaiſter: 
was diſcoloured ; or words to that effect. | 


And this Deponent faith, That Mr. Ihbetſon alſo ſhewed a ſmall Room,, 
which Mr. ihet/on faid he ſuppoſed was the Room mentioned in the Caſe, . 
which he had had from Lieutenant Beſans Apartments, or words to that: 


effect; and alſo two Apartments, which had been built in, or upon, the roof. 
of the Hoſpital, in one of which there was a fire-place, which was in the 


poſſeſſion of Lieutenant Be/on, and which were ſhewn. to the Members of the: 


Committee by the ſaid Mr. Be/or.. 


And this Deponent faith, That whilſt the Members of the Committee- 
were in the gallery leading to the Sano of Lieutenant Be//on, Mr. Mylne, 
the Clerk of the Works, addrefled the Lieutenant-Governor (who, the 
= underſtands and believes, was then the principal or commanding: 
Officer in the Hoſpital) in a very rude and indecent manner, and-aſked him 
why he had not eomplained- of the Naval Officers, as well as what he called: 


the Civil Officers? or words to that eſſect: To. which the Lieutenant- Governor 


Sir, you: have nothing to do with the Naval Officers; on which. 


. rephed, 
n ſaid, That he would have to do with them and the Lieutenant 


Governor too; that he was now on. a footing with him; that he was no 


. Gentleman Penſioner, and that he did not live on charity; that he worked 
e for hat he had, and wanted no ſauce to his gooſe; or words to that effect; 
alluding, as this Deponent underſtands and believes, to a vulgar and illiberal 


term of abuſe frequently given to the common Penſioners. 


And this Deponent ſaith, That the Clerk of the Works ſpoke in a very 
offenſive. manner, and with an evident intention to inſult and provoke the 
Lieutenant-Governor; but that none of the Members of the Committee inter- 
fered, or attempted to reſtrain. the Clerk. of the Works from ſuch behaviour. 


And this Deponent faith, That they. went and viewed a pair of ſtairs,, 


Which could be uſed by the Men in ſeveral of the Wards ſince the Great 


which were thoſe the Licutenant-Governor had mentioned as the only ſtairs. 
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And this Deponent faith, They are much narrower and leſs convenient 
than the ſtairs leading to the Great Gallery, and that particularly above the 
firſt ſtory they are winding and extremely narrow. 


And this Deponent faith, That the Lieutenant-Governor ſhewed to the 
Committee a guard-iron which he had applied to the Board of Directors for, 
in order to prevent accidents from the Men falling down. | 


And this Deponent faith, That when the Members of the Committee re- 
turned to the room in which their meetings were held, they made a report ta 
the Chairman, which was taken down by the Clerk. 


And this Deponent ſaith, That the ſaid report appeared to him to be very 
partial and imperfect; and that the Lieutenant-Governor and the Deponent 
made ſeveral attempts to prevail on them to amend the report, and ſtate 
ſeveral circumſtances which they had omitted; but that the Chairman 
interfered in a very angry manner, and would not permit it. 


And this Deponent faith, That the Lieutenant-Governor then deſired 
that Mr. Ball, the Steward's Clerk, who alſo acts as Clerk of the Council, 
might be called in; and that he aſked the ſaid Ball if he did not remember 
a man being killed by falling down the ſtairs in Qyzen Ann's Buildings, 
meaning, as the Deponent underſtands, the ſtairs which had juſt been reported 


as good and convenient ſtairs. 


And this Deponent ſaith, that Ball then ſaid, that he remembered very well 
the Men's falling down the ſtairs in all parts of the Hoſpital ; but that he did 
not know any ing of their falling down theſe ſtairs, or of any Man being 
killed, 


This Deponent faith, That the Lieutenant-Governor told the Committee, 
that he ſaw very well that the Clerks and Servants of the Hoſpital were afraid 
to ſpeak out, from a dread of the power and influence of the Civil Intereſt; 
that he had no doubt in his own mind but that Ball remembered it very 
well, though he did not ſpeak out; but that he had a ſufficient proof of this 
fact in a minute of the Council written by Ball, and ſigned by him; and that 
the Committee might ſee this minute if they thought proper. 


This Deponent faith, That the ſaid paper was not produced, nor did the 
Committee defire to ſee it. | 


And this Deponent faith, That 28 and many other inſtances of the 


„ 
ſame kind, it appeared to him, and he doth verily believe, that the Committee 
were by no means deſirous of entering into a thorough inveſtigation of the 
ſeveral facts mentioned in the Printed Caſe; that they ſeemed to be highly 
rovoked at the repreſentation which had been given of the conduct of the 
ard of Directors, and of the general ſtate of the Hoſpital, and to entertain 
a very ſtrong prejudice and reſentment againſt the Lieutenant-Governor on 
that account, and to be very deſirous of finding matter of imputation againſt 


the Lieutenant-Governor, which might draw on him the reſentment ef the 
General Court, and of the Lords of the Admiralty. 


And this Deponent faith, That the whole proceedings were conducted in 
a manner very different from any Committee, or any judicial proceedings, 


which the Deputy has had an opportunity of obſerving. 


And this Deponent ſaith, That the Lieutenant-Governor obſerved to the 
Chairman, that the Members of the Committee, who had undertaken to 
view the apartments of Mr. 14bet/on and Lieutenant Beſſon, had made no ex- 
amination or report concerning the Drain from Lieutenant Befſon's new 
kitchen, which was particularly ſtated in the Caſe as a nuiſance which affected 
- the comfort and happineſs of a great number of Penſioners. 


And this Deponent faith, That the Lieutenant-Governor defired that the 
Boatſwains of the Royal George, Cumberland, and Fennings wards, who were 
in waiting, might be called in to prove the very offenſive and loathſome 

ſtench cauſed by this drain, particularly in hot weather. 


But this Deponent faith, That the Committee refuſed to permit any of the 
faid Boatſwains, or any of the Penſioners, to be called in or examined. 


And this Deponent faith, That the Clerk of the Works was aſked, what 
he knew concerning this Drain ? Who ſaid, that he knew nothing particular 
about it; but that there was a great fault in the original conſtruction of the 
Hoſpital, as the Drains were withinſide of the Building; and faid, that 
- fince he had been Clerk of the Works he had cut off the Drains from the 
Apartments of the Rev. Mr. Cooke and Mr. 1bbetſon ; on which the Lieutenant- 
Governor informed the Committee, that the Drain in queſtion was not in the 
original conſtruction of the building, but a new one, which was much more 
noiſome than any of the others, which had been erected in conſequence of 
the additions to the apartments by permiſſion of the Directors, as mentioned 
- in the Cafe, thongh it was greatly to the prejudice of three great Wards ; 
and that this ought not to have been done for the private convenience of one 
man; or words to that effect. FR 
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And this Deponent faith, That Captain Allwrigbt was alſo called in, and 
aſked if he knew of any nuiſance ariſing from the ſaid Drain? Who ſaid, that 
he had frequently, when on his duty in viſiting the wards, perceived a very 
difagreeable ſmell in the Jennings Ward, and having enquired of the 
Boatſwain the cauſe, he was informed that it proceeded from the New Sink 


at the top of the houſe. 


And this Deponent faith, That the Chairman aſked Captain Alurigbt, in 
a ſtyle of reprehenſion, if he had reported this Drain to the proper Officer, or 
taken any ſteps. to get it remedied; to which he ſaid, that in conſequence of 
a former complaint, a ſtink- trap had been placed under one of the men's beds, 
which had leſſened, but not removed the nuiſance; and that he ordered the 
Boatſwain to report the Drain to the Clerk of the Works, whenever it wanted.. 
to be emptied, or words, to that effect. 


And this Deponent ſaith, That; throughout the whole proceedings, when- 
ever any of the Witneſſes called by the Lieutenant-Governor gave evidence 
concerning any, of the facts mentioned in the Printed Caſe, great pains were 
taken to impute blame on the ſaid Witneſſes for not having procured a remedy 
for the evil ; and this ay cad to Deponent to have been done in order to pre- 

r 


vent the ſaid Witneſſes from acknowledging that any ſuch evils exiſted. 


And this Deponent faith, No further enquiry was made into the complaints 
concerning the alteration of the Apartments in Queen Ann's Buildings, or the 
conſequences . thereof, at any of the ſeveral Meetings at which he was 
preſent, | 


And this Deponent ſaith, That ſeveral of the Penſioners attended in the 
outer room, during ſeveral ſubſequent Meetings, in order to give their evidence - 
on this and ſeveral other matters concerning which they were deſirous of 


being heard. 


And this Deponent further faith, That, at the fourth Meeting of the Com- 
mittee, the Witneſſes who had been ordered to wait by the Lieutenant-Gos - 
vernor were turned out of the outer room by the Reverend Mr. Couke, the 
Chaplain, where the Witneſſes for the complainants againſt the Lieutenant= 
Governor then were; and alſo that Boatſwain Gough, who attended to give 
evidence concerning the Drain from Lieutenant Beſſan's Kitchen, had been. 
complained of to the Council of the Houſe by the ſaid Chaplain, and had 
been turned out of his office for diſteſpectfull behaviour to the ſaid Chaplain,

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Baut this Deponent faith, He underſtands and believes, that it was generally 
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thought by the Penſioners, that Gough's principal offence was his appearing as 


*a Witneſs for the Lieutenant Governor; and that they were greatly intimidated 


thereby, and ſeemed apprehenſive that, if they ſhould appear as Witneſles, 
they alſo would be puniſhed, and even turned out of the Hoſpital; but that, 
notwithſtanding, a great many of them {till profeſſed their readineſs to appear 
when called upon, and to ſpeak the whole truth in ſupport of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, for whom they profeffed-the warmeſt gratitude and reſpect. 


But this Deponent faith, That very few of the faid Penſioners were exa- 
mined, and that the Committee in general feemed to be very unwilling that 
any of them ſhould be called as Witneſſes. 


And this Deponent faith, That all the Witneſſes whom Mr. Morgan thought 
roper to call were introduced immediately, without any objection from the 
19 * ; but that Witneſſes called by the Lieutenant- Governor were fre- 
«quently refuſed to be heard; were in general perſons in, or dependent on, what 
4n the Printed Caſe is called the Civil Intereſt; and that ſeveral of the faid 
CHOW, Whore heard as Witneſſes againſt the Lieutenant-Governor, were 
chred by Mr. Morgan to be his Clients, and that they had commenced 
:aCtions againſt the Lieutenant-Governor. | | 


And this Deponent faith, That during the firſt Meeting of the Committee, 
at the requeſt of Mr. Mylne, the Clerk of the Works, Mr. Adam, whom the 
Clerk of the Works had prevailed on to come down to the Hoſpital, was called 
zn and examined, though the Committee had not entered upon the charges in 


the Printed Caſe which. concerned Mr. Mylne. 


And this Deponent faith, That the Lientenant-Governor afterwards deſired 
the fame indulgence on ſeveral occafions, particularly in the caſe of Mr. Charles 


Lefebvre, but that it was not granted; and no Witneſſes on his part were 


heard but at the times pointed out by Mr. . — after which it was ſaid 
chat no more Witneſſes could be heard on the ſubject. 


And the Deponent ſaith, That Mr. Adam informed the Committee, that 
he had that day viewed, in company with the Clerk of the Works, the ſeveral 
Works. which had been lately executed, or which were then going forward: 
"That he had ſeen, the Stone-Alcoves, at the end of the Gravel- s, which 
were building in the room of the Iron Gates; the circular Walls which had 
Seen built; the Chimneys which had been raiſed with ftone ; the Pediment 


ich had been removed; the New Finiſh with Balluſtrades; the New 


Feot- 
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Foot - Ways to the roads round the Hoſpital; and the Burying-Ground, which. 
Had been levelled. ä 


And this Deponent ſaith, That Mr. Adam ſpoke, in very warm terms of 
approbation, of all the ſeveral Works and Alterations ; and ſaid, they were very 
ornamental, and were neceflary for completing the Building, or words to that 
effect; and that they had been conducted in the moſt economical manner. 


And this Deponent faith, That he then aſked Mr. Adam, If any of the- 
ſaid Works appeared to him to be neceffary repairs? and was proceeding to 
aſk him, If he had viewed the ſeveral places which had been altered, before 
the Alterations were made? but Mr. Adam appeared to be very unwilling to 
anſwer the firſt Queſtion ; and the Committee interfered, and ſeemed to be 
angry with the Deponent, for having aſked the faid Queſtion ; and, from:: 
their ſeveral enquiries and intimations, the Deponent underſtood, that he was 
threatened with the conſequences of his appearing in behalf of the Lieutenant - 
Governor before the Committee. 


And this Deponent faith, That; on ſeveral other occaſions, . motions were 
made, particularly by Mr. Wells, that the Deponent ſhould not be permitted 
to attend; and alſo that the Lieutenant-Governor ſhould not be preſent... 


And this Deponent faith, That he adviſed" the Lieutenant-Governor to 
bring Counſel down on his behalf; but that the Lieutenant-Governor“ 
obſerved, that, from the expreſſions uſed to Captain Alright, and from the 


general behaviour of the Committee, he believed that fuch Counſel would. 


not be admitted; and that if they ſhould, and the Committee ſhould find 
themſelves prefſed, the motion for his withdrawing would be immediately: 


made and carried. . | 


And this Deponent- faith, That, on the ſecond meeting of the Committee, 
the Lieutenant- Governor introduced a Short-hand Writer, who was imme 
diately ordered to withdraw, though the Lieutenant-Governor urged, that =: 
Counſel, Secretary, Clerk, and Solicitor, were employed in taking minutes, 
all of whom he conſidered as Perſons employed againſt him; but the Com 
mittee 1aid, that they would not allow any Short-hand Writer to be preſent. - 


And this Deponent faith, That he was not accuſtomed to buſineſs: of, this 
kind, and was very anxious that the Lieutenant-Governor ſhould have fur-- 


ther aſſiſtanee; and was much concerned, when he found that the Committees 
would. not admit of it. ” 
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And this Deponent ſaith, That he wrote out an account of the proceedings 
of the ſeveral meetings of the Committee, (with the afliſtance of ſuch minutes, 
or memorandums, as he and the Lieutenant-Governor had made), imme- 
diately after each of the ſaid meetings. |

And this Deponent faith, That, to the beſt of his knowledge, recollection, 
and belief, the ſaid minutes contain a fair and true account of the whole pro- 
 ceedings; but the Deponent underſtands, that it would be unneceſſary, and 
- improper, to mention, in this Affidavit, all the ſeveral facts and circumſtan- 

ces which appeared before the Committee, on account of their great length. 


| ; But the Deponent ſaith, that the whole proceedings were nearly of the 
= ſame kind, and conducted nearly in the ſame manner, as thoſe already 


And this Deponent faith, that the Lieutenant-Governor frequently com- 
plained of the very puzaling manner in which the enquiry was conducted 
by Mr. Morgan, as it was impoſſible to know to what parts of the Caſe or 
Memorial the proofs would next be demanded; and whenever evidence was 
not immediately produced when demanded, the Clerk was ordered to write, 

No prog; and that, in thoſe parts of the Caſe in which the Lieutenant- 

_ -+Governor ſeemed fully prepared, the charge was uſually declared to be frivo- 

lous, or that it did not affect the - ates perſon who had complained of it, 
and that it could not then be heard. 


"1 And this Deponent faith, That theſe reaſons for not hearing the evidence 
were contrived to defeat the enquiry, and to prevent the Lieutenant-Governor 
5 proving the ſeveral charges which he had made in the Printed Caſe and 8 
Memorial. 2 


And this Deponent faith, That Mr. Morgan behaved in a very rude man- 
ner to ſeveral of the Naval Officers of the Houſe, and other Witneſſes who ap- 
: d in behalf of the Lieutenant-Governor; and that he told Lieutenant 
mith, who read a paper containing his opinion of the character and conduct 
the Lieutenant-Governor, that his paper was a libel ; and alſo that he par- 
ticularly inſulted: Lieutenant Gordon, whom the Deponent underſtands and be- 

_ lieves to be the oldeſt Naval Officer in the Hoſpital, and a man of a very 

xeputable character.. 3 


And this Deponent faith, that the ſeveral Civil Officers who appeared before 
ie Committee, whenever they had occaſion to ſpeak of the common Penſioners, 
wſed terms of great contempt, as Low and Beggarly Wretches, who were

maintained in the Hoſpital in a much better manner than they deſerved to be; 
or words to that effect. 


And this Deponent faith, That terms of this kind were particularly uſed 
by the Rev. Mr. Cooke, the Chaplain, and by Mr. Godby, the Steward. 


And this Deponent faith, That Captain Map/e/aen, a Naval Officer of the 
Houſe, but who is a complainant againſt the Lieutenant-Governor, gave it 
in evidence before the Committee, that the Men's Shirts, -Shoes, Stockings, 
and Breeches, are rotted and ſpoiled by working in copperas ground. 


And this Deponent faith, That it afterwards fully appeared, by evidence 
heard before the Committee, that none of the Penſioners now worked at the 
copperas ground; and that only one Penſioner had worked there about three 
years ago, and that he worked in a flannel ſhirt and wooden ſhoes, agreeable to 
the cuſtom of all copperas grounds, and not in his houſe-clothes, 


And this Deponent ſaith, That Captain Maplſden appeared in his evidence 
to be very deſirous of giving an account of the cauſes of the ſtate of the 
Linen and other neceſſaries ſerved to the Penſioners, in contradiction to the 
manner which they are mentioned in the Printed Caſe, and to be very de- 
ſirous of transferring the blame from the ſeveral Contractors, or the Steward 
and Clerk of the Cheque, to the Penſioners themſelves. 


And this Deponent faith, on another occaſion, when five of the Naval 
Officers (who, the Deponent underſtands and believes, are all thoſe who have 
complained of the Printed Caſe and Memorial to the General Court) that 
Captain Chadds, ſpeaking for the reſt, ſaid that he never heard of any com- 
plaints but about the Beer, and that thoſe he underſtood and believed were 
immediately redreſſed; or words to that effect. 


And this Deponent faith, He hath ſeen the copies of a great many minutes 
of the Council, in the hand- writing of Mr. Ball, at which Captain Chadds, 
and the other Officers who have complained of the Lieutenant-Governor, 
appear to have been preſent; and that before the ſaid Council a great num- 
ber of other complaints were heard and examined, relating to ſeveral articles 
of Clothing and Proviſions for the Penſioners ; and that it was ſtated as the 
e opinions of the ſaid Council, that the complaints were fully 
proved. 


And this Deponent ſaith, That the Committee frequently ſpoke of the 
great zeal and attachment which the Lieutenant-Governor ſhewed for the 
D intereſts 
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intereſts of the Penſioners with contempt and ridicule; that they ſeemed to 
be particularly prejudiced againſt the ſaid Penſioners on account of the 
drunkenneſs which prevails amongſt them; and that the Lieutenant-Governor 
frequently remonſtrated with the Committee on this account, as he ſaid, that 
the drunkennels —_— the Penſioners were ſo much blamed was 
= owing to their receiving Money inſtead of Proviſions; and that this was 
= owing to the zeal of the Direfors-and others for the Charity Stock; or 
words to that effect. | | 


But this Deponent ſaith, That no enquiries were made into any of the 
charges concerning the manner of raiſing or expending the Charity Stock 
at any of the ſeven Meetings of the Committee at which he was preſent, 


though there are a great many particular charges concerning the effects of 
the Charity Stock in the Printed Caſe. | 


And this Deponent faith, That, notwithſtanding the very unprecedented 
manner of conducting the ſaid enquiry, ſeveral facts were fully proved, which 
appearcd in a much ſtronger . than the manner in which they are charged 
in the Printed Caſe, particularly the Linen ſerved to the Penſioners, which 
is ſaid in the Caſe to be decreaſed in ſize and goodneſs. | 


| f And this Deponent ſaith, That it was fully proved by a variety of poſitive 
© _ teſtimony, and by Shirts and Sheets produced before the Committee. 


And this Deponent ſaith, That, from the evidence of the Steward, and 
Clerk of the Cheque, and of their Clerks, it appeared that Five Yards of 
Cloth are allowed for every Sheet, and Three Yards and a Half for every 
common Shirt, and Three Yards and Three Quarters for every extra Shirt... 


And this Deponent ſaith, That it was given in evidence that they. are. 
charged in the books of the Hoſpital at that rate. 


And this Deponent faith, That ſeveral Sheets and Shirts were produced 1 


by the Nurſes and Penſioners of the Hoſpital, which wanted ſeveral Inches, 8 
ö and ſome of them upwards of Half a Yard of Cloth. 1 


And this Deponent ſaith, That the Lieutenant-Governor preſſed the Com- 
"mittee to examine the Sheets then on the Men's beds, in any of the Wards 
of the Hoſpital which they thought proper, and alſo to hear the evidence of 
the Penſioners which happened to be then upon guard; which was the moſt: 
n impartial

impartial and ſhorteſt method of taking the general ſenſe of the Penſioners 
reſpecting the Linen. 


But this Deponent ſaith, That both theſe propoſals were rejected by the 
Committee, though calling the Guard was firſt mentioned by Mr. James, a 
Member of the Committee. | | 


And this Deponent faith, That, from the evidence given before the Com- 
mittee, and from the report of the Boatſwains of the ſeveral Wards of the 
Hoſpital, he doth verily believe that there is a deficiency of ſeveral Thouſand 
Yards of the quantity of Linen which ought to have been in the Shirts and 
Sheets, according to the evidence given by the Steward, and the Clerk of the 
Cheque, and their Clerks. | 


And this Deponent ſaith, That the facts which were enquired into make 
but a very ſmall part of thoſe which are charged; and in particular the Com- 
mittee poſitively and repeatedly refuſed to enquire whether there were Land- 
men in the Hoſpital, and whether ſuch Appointments were contrary to the 
Charter of the Hoſpital]. 


And this Deponent faith, That he underſtood that it was not diſputed that 
there were Landmen in the Hoſpital ; but the Chairman ſaid, it was a matter 
—— might be proper for the inveſtigation of Parliament, but not for the 

ommittee. 5 N ; 


And the Deponent ſaith, That the Lieutenant-Governor repeatedly urged 
the Committee to examine, and report, concerning this matter; and faid, that 
this great Breach of the Eſtabliſhment was the cauſe of nearly all the com- 
plaints; that it was principally to obtain a Report on this great point that he 
attended the Committee, and bore all the unworthy treatment which he had 
received ; and that, compared with this, he felt little anxicty about the reſt 
of the things. ys 


But the Deponent faith, That the. Committee could not be prevailed on to 
enquire into it. a | 


And this Deponent faith, That no enquiry was made into the conduct of 
the ſeveral Officers, and Under-Officers, who were concerned in the receipt 
of the Bull-beef, the improper management of the Beer, and other tranſac- 


tions of the like fraudulent kind, at any of the ſeven meetings of the Com- 
mittee at which he was preſent, | 
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And this Deponent ſaith, That no enquiry was made into the bad ſtate of 


the Shoes and Stockings, nor any evidence heard on the ſubject, but what 
accidentally fell from Captain Mapięſden. . 


And this Deponent ſaith, That the evidence which was offered, to prove 
the miſchiefs and terrors to which the blind and feeble Penſioners were 
ſubjected, from the removal of the Poſts and Rails from the Road round the 
Hoſpital, were all refuſed to be heard. 


And this Deponent ſaith, That no enquiry was made into the charge, 
That a number of Officers“ Widows are now ſerving, as common Nurſes, 
under Spinſters who have no claim to the Eſtabliſhment. 


And this Deponent faith, That, beſides theſe already mentioned, there are 
a great number of other Charges, about which no enquiry was made by 
the Committee, at any of the ſeven meetings at which he was preſent. 


And this Deponent faith, Thoſe which were mentioned, were generally 
inveſtigated in a very ſlight and imperfe& manner; and a great part of the 
evidence offered by the Lieutenant-Governor was refuſed to be heard; 
and that, in a great many of them, the Committee might have had the beſt 

information, by examining into the matters themſelves, which they refuſed 


to do. | 


_ And this Deponent faith, That the principal means by which every pur- 
poſe of full and fair enquiry” was defeated before the Committee, was, that 
on many occaſions, when the Lieutenant-Governor preſſed that his Evidence 
ſhould be Heard, he was told by the Chairman, Mr. Cuſt, that, when Mr. 
Morgan, had gone through paſſages which he deemed charges againſt his 
Clients, that any matter, which the Lieutenant-Governor ſhould declare had 
; not been Heard, or fully inveſtigated, ſhould then be heard, under the gene- 
- ral head of Charges againſt the Directors. | 


And this Deponent ſaith, That Mr. Caſ particularly repeated this promiſe, 
W. when the Gowns of the Nurſes were ſhewn to him. | 


And this Deponent ſaith, That Mr. Ci declared, that the enquiry could 

not be finiſhed till near Chriſtmas ; and that, at the latter meetings of the 

Committee, he appeared to be much leſs. exaſperated. at. the Lieutenant- 
Governor than at firſt: 


But this Deponent ſaith, That, on the ſeventh meeting of the Committee,

it was expected, that Mr. Morgan would have finiſhed his Charges: Mr. Cuſt 
did not appear; and Mr. Barker, who had not attended ſince the third meet- 
ing, appeared, and took the Chair, 


And this Deponent faith, that Mr. Barker conducted himſelf in the moſt 
unwarrantable and overbearing manner, refuſed to hear evidence on almoſt 
every ſubject, and treated every attempt to impeach the conduct of the 
Directors as a perſonal inſult, which he reſented with great warmth, and at 
length ordered the Deponent and the Lieutenant- Governor to. withdraw. 


And this Deponent faith, That when the Committee broke up, the Lieu-- 
tenant- Governor ſpoke to Mr. Wells, who told bim, in the hearing of the 
Deponent, that the Committee had determined. to hold one more meeting 
to enquire into the charges againſt the Directors, but that they ſhould want 
nobody but themſelves. 


And this Deponent faith, that he doth verily believe that the Committee. 
was broken up in this ſudden and arbitrary manner in order to deprive the: 
Lieutenant-Governor of the effects of the promiſes made by Mr. Cuſt, alſo - 
to give an opportunity of filing the ſeveral informations which have fince 
been made. in this Court, 


And this Deponent faith, That he hath frequently, for his own ſatisfaction, 
deſired the Lieutenant-Governor to call in Penſioners who were accidentally - 
paſſing by the window of the apartment of the Lieutenant-Governor, whom . 
the Deponent aſked ſeveral queſtions concerning ſeveral of the facts charged 
in the Printed Caſe; and that the Lieutenant-Governor on ſuch occafions . 
charged the faid Penſioners to ſpeak the truth, and nothing but what they 
were ſure was true; and that he then frequently left the room, that the faid « 
Penſioners might ſpeak more freely. : 


And this Deponent faith, That from this and every means of information; 
he has had on this ſubje&, he does verily believe, that if the Lieutenant- 
Governor had been allowed to call his Evidence, and if they had been heard 
with candor and attention, that many material facts would have been fully 
proved, which will, as Deponent verily believes, be reported to the General : 
Court as not. proved. : | 


And this Deponent. faith, That it appeared. to him to be a great diſ- 
advantage to the cauſe of the Lieutenant-Governor, that he did not chuſe to 
let any body ſee the Printed Caſe, who was not a Member of the General 

Court; and that many of the. perſons called in evidence by the Licutenant- - 
| Governor 
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” Governor were much intimidated by the repreſentations that were made of 
the aid Caſe by the Complainants againſt the Lieutenant-Governor. 


And this Deponent faith, That on ſeveral occaſions the Lieutenant-Go- 
vernor refuſed to deliver any copies of the Printed Caſe, or permit any paſ- 
lage of it to be read, except to the General Court, or to perſons engaged in 
his defence, in conſequence of the proſecution at law. 


And this Deponent faith, That the Lieutenant-Governor appeared to him 
to take great care that the Printed Caſe ſhould not be publiſhed. 


And-this Deponent faith, That the language which was permitted to be 
uſed before the Committee to the Witneſſes, and to the Lieutenant-Governor, 
particularly to his being called a Liar by the Chaplain, and a Blackguard by 
the Clerk of the Works; without any reſtraint or reprimand by the Com- 
mittee, appeared to have a great effect in preventing the Officers and others 
from Tpeaking before the Committee. 


And this Deponent faith, That many of the ſaid Officers ſeemed to be 
very unwilling to out, unleſs they were on oath, for fear of incurring 
— _ ithe reſentment of the Lords of the Admiralty ; and faid, that if they had 
been ſworn, they would have ſaid many things which they did not chuſe to 
peak before the Committee.

E LEXANDER MOORE, one of the Maſter-Cooks of the Royal 
A. Hoſpital at Greenwich, maketh oath, and faith, That he, this Depo- 

- ment, hath been in the ſaid Hoſpital near four years laſt paſt, about two 
=. years of which time he has been one of the Maſter-Cooks of the ſaid Hoſpi- 
Fial; That, about the time of his appointment, as Cook's Mate of the ſaid 


3 _, Hoſpital, there were a great many complaints, and much — 


11 


the Penſioners of the ſaid Hoſpital, on account of the badneſs of their Provi- 
ſions, Beer, and other things; and that, as this Deponent heard that there 
were particular complaints about the Beef, he, this Deponent, thought it 
his duty to pay attention to the quality of it; and, as he had been formerly a 
Dealer in Cattle, and was well acquainted with the value and qualities of 

Beef, he was ſoon fully convinced, that the Beef generally delivered for the 

uſe of the ſaid Hoſpital was the Fleſh of Bulls and Bull-ſtags, and ſuch as 
was uſually ſold from twelve to fourteen ſhillings per hundred weight by the 

carcaſs ; though, as this Deponent was informed, and believes, the contract- 

ing Butcher was then under an engagement to ſupply the Hoſpital with 
good fat Ox-beef at thirty-four ſhillings per hundred weight, or thereabouts, 
which was a fair market-price for ſuch Ox- beef. | 


And this Deponent further faith, That he was very much ſurpriſed that ſo- 
great a fraud ſhould be ſuffercd in the faid Hoſpital ; but, as he had then been 
fo ſhort a time in it, and did not perfectly know the terms of the contract. 
with the Butcher for ſerving the Hoſpital with Meat, he was unwilling to 
ſtand forward in a complaint ſo early; and therefore he did not mention his 
opinion to any body for near ten months, when he told the Butcher's Men, 
that they ought to be aſhamed of bringing down ſuch Meat to the Hoſpital ;: 
to which they anſwered, that it was nothing to them; that there was no 
denying but it was Bull and Bull-ſtag Beef; and they further acknowledged, 
that they killed the Bulls and Bull-ſtags themſelves, and brought. the F eſn 
down to the Hoſpital; by their Maſter (the contracting Butcher)'s orders. 


And this Deponent further ſaith, That he then deſired the Men to inform. 
Mr. Melliſbd, the ontractor, that, if he did not ſend down better Meat, he, 
this Deponent, would tell the Steward. that-it was Bull. and Bull-ſtag Beef 43 
but this did not produce any alteration in the Meat for the better.

And this Deponent further faith, That there are now ſeveral Perſons who 
have Apartments in ſaid Hoſpital, and hold Places of Truſt and Emolument 
therein, who are Landmen, and who have never been in the Sea-fervice, as 
this Deponent verily believes; and that the duties of ſeveral of ſuch Offices 
could, Deponent believes, as well be performed by Sea-faring Men as by the 


Perſons who now hold the ſame. 


And this Deponent further faith, That he well knows Thomas Baillie, Eſq; 
the Defendant, who was, when this Deponent came into the ſaid Hoſpital, a. 
Captain of the ſaid Hoſpital, and now is Lieutenant or Deputy Governor 
thereof: That this Deponent has had a great many opportunities of ob- 
ſerving the conduct and behaviour of the ſaid Thomas Baillie, in both capaci- 
ties, towards the Officers and Penfioners of the ſaid Hoſpital and that the 
fa:d Thomas Baillie has, at all times, and upon all occaſions, behaved himſelf - 
with the ſtricteſt honour and integrity; and has always appeared, to this 
Deponent, to be a very zealous Friend of the poor Penſioners reſident in the 
faid Hoſpital ;. and has, to this Deponent's knowledge, caufed ſeveral:

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reſide in tlie ſaid Hoſpital, and being then Captain of the Week, the De- 
fendant, Thomas Baillie (then a Captain) accompanied by Lieutenant Kerr, 
of the ſaid Hoſpital, came and produced to this Deponent an anonymous 
letter, ſtating, that it had been almoſt a conftant practice for large quantities 
of the Meat, ſerved to the Hoſpital, to be ſtolen out of the kitchen of the 
faid Hoſpital ; whereupon this Deponent, accompanied by the ſaid Thomas 
Baillie, and Lieutenant Kerr, went immediately to the kitchen, and there 
actually detected the Servant of the Contracting Butcher in ſecreting a large 
quantity of Beef, brought down by him for the uſe of the Hoſpital; in con- 
Jequence of which the ſaid Servant was carried before a Magiſtrate, with the 
Beef he had fo ſecreted; and the faid Magiſtrate then ordered him to be kept 
in cuſtody, but in a few days afterwards admitted him to bail; whereupon 
this Deponent, and the ſaid Thomas Baillie, thinking they ſhould not be able 
to bring the Delinquent to juſtice, by reaſon of his being ſo bailed as afore- 
faid, and by ſome of the Civil Officers of the Hoſpital appearing to throw 
cold water upon the matter, applied to Sir Jo Fielding, who granted his 
warrant, and cauſed the faid Servant to be again apprehended; and he was after- 
wards tried and convicted of the ſaid offence, and ſentenced to be tranſported. 


And this Deponent does believe, That he could not at any time have ſo 
ſtolen the ſaid Meat, if the Civil Officers, Clerks, or Servants of the Hoſpital, 
whoſe buſineſs it is to ſee the Meat delivered, and to receive the ſame, had 
not been either very negligent in their duty, or in connivance with the ſaid 
Butcher's Man; and that the ſaid Man would not have been brought to 
juſtice, if the ſaid Thomas Baillie and this Deponent had not been very active 
and perſevering in the matter. 


And this-Deponent further ſaith, That about four years ago he ſaw an 

_ oblique cut in ſome of the walls of the Hoſpital, for the 8 of making 
2 flue for ſome of the apartments which have been taken-in out of the 
paſſages leading to the Royal George Ward, for the accommodation of Mr. 
 Ihbetſon, the Secretary of the ſaid Hoſpital ; and which this Deponent be- 
lieves, from the appearance it then had, muſt weaken the ſaid walls. 


And this Deponent further faith, That, about three years ago, one Dzckey, 
the Turncock, and a Servant of the ſaid Hoſpital, having behaved with great 
diſreſpect and contempt to this Deponent, as a Military Officer of the ſaid 
Hoſpital, this Deponent found a great deal of difficulty in bringing the ſaid 
Dickey to make a proper conceſſion for ſuch his behaviour. 


And this Deponent does verily believe, That the ſaid Dickey was ſupported 
an the ſame by ſome or one of the Civil Officers in the ſaid Hoſpital, ſome or

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one of whom appeared at the Council of the ſaid Hoſpital on behalf of the 
ſaid Dzckey, and contended that he was hot anſwerable for his conduct to 
that Board; thereby intending, as Deponent believes, to leſſen the authority 
of the Council of the Houſe, which Deponent apprehends was conſtituted 
for the purpoſe of puniſhing all the Pentioners, Nurſes, and Servants, be- 
having improperly within the walls of the Hoſpital ; and for the better re- 
gulating and governing thereof. 


And this Deponent further ſaith, That the Reverend Mr. Cooke, the Firſt 
Chaplain of the ſaid Hoſpital, ſoon after this Deponent had brought the ſaid 
Dickey to a ſubmiſſion, took occaſion, as Deponent verily believes, from the 

ulpit of the Chapel, to point his diſcourſe at this Deponent, and to make 
— appear a man of an unforgiving temper and diſpoſition, and to hold him 
up to ridicule; and this Deponent is the rather induced to believe tha the 
ſaid Reverend Mr. Cooke ſo directed his diſcourſe to Deponent, becauſe he 
frequently looked at him very earneſtly during the time he was delivering the 
faid diſcourſe; and a ſhort time after Chapel was over, he (as Deponent 


thought, with a kind of ſneer) aſked this Deponent, How he did? 


And this Deponent further ſaith, That it appears to him that the ſaid 
Reverend Mr. Cooke ſtands more forward in the government of the ſaid Ho- 
ſpital, and in the diſputes ſubſiſting therein, than becomes him as a Chaplain. 
thereof ; and that, if he would confine himſelf more to the duties of his 
holy function and office, as Chaplain, his diſcourſes from the pulpit would- 
be better attended to, and make a greater impreſſion upon the minds of the 
Officers and Penſioners who frequent the Chapel of the ſaid Hoſpital. 


And this Deponent further faith, That on or about the Ninth of Auguſt. 
One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Seventy-four, this Deponent, being then. 
Captain of the Week, was ordered by the Lieutenant-Governor to go to the 
kitchen, and inſpect the Meat then brought in for the uſe of the Hoſpital ; 
that this Deponent accordingly went, and there found a large quantity of 
Beef, part of three fore-quarters, with the beſt and prime pieces cut out: 
That this Deponent then told Mr. Godby the Steward, that the Beef was not 
according to contract, and ought to be rejected; and aſked the ſaid Mr. 
Godby what he thought of it: To which he anſwered, that he had received 
it, and would receive it: Upon which this Deponent deſired the ſaid Mr. 
Godby to accompany him to the Lieutenant-Governor, to give his opinion 
there: To which he ſaid, he would not; that. this Deponent bad given his 
opinion unaſked ; that it was his (the Steward's) buſineſs to ſend. for. this De- 
ponent when he wanted him, and not this Deponent to ſend for him : Upon- 
which this Deponent went to the Lieutenant-Governor, who directly went 


to 
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to the kitchen, and inſiſted upon the ſaid Beef being returned; which was 
done accordingly, but not without very great difficulty. 


And this Deponent further faith, That he well remembers two Actions 
being brought againſt Mr. Melliſb, the Contracting Butcher for ſerving the 
Hoſpital with Meat, for breaches of his contract in ſerving Bull and Bull- 
Stag Beef inſtead of good Ox-Beef; and that this Deponent does verily be- 
lieve the ſaid Actions would not have been commenced, or carried on, but for 
the zeal and activity of the ſaid Thomas Baillie, who took a great deal of 
pains therein. 


' And-this-Deponent thinks, That ſome perſon or perſons, employed in the 
Hoſpital, muſt have been ignorant of their duty, or muſt have connived with 
the ſaid Butcher, or he could not poſſibly have ſerved the faid Hoſpital with 
Bull and Bull-Stag Beef for ſo long a time as he did. | 


And this Deponent further ſaith, That he believes the contract for ſup- 
plying the Hoſpital with Meat is ſtill in the hands of the ſaid Mr. Melliſb, 
againſt whom the ſaid Actions were ſo brought as aforeſaid, and againſt whom 
& verdict in one of the Actions was obtained, the other cauſe being compro- 
miſed juſt as it was called on for trial; which compromiſe was concluded 
upon much to this Deponent's aſtoniſhment and diffatisfa&ion. 


And this Deponent further faith, That there are ſeveral Apartments occu- 

ied by Perſons, which appear to have been taken out of the Wards of the 
faid Hoſpital, or ſome of them, which, as Deponent believes, were intended 
for the reception of Old and Diſabled Seamen ; and that, in caſe ſuch Apart- 
ments had not been fo taken out as aforeſaid, the Hoſpital would be capable 
of containing a conſiderably greater number of Penſioners than now are in it.

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And this Deponent further ſaith, That the faid Mr. Vaterſield has in- 
formed this Deponent that the wages of him, the ſaid Mr. Walerßeld, ate 
Twenty-four Shillings per week; that a Journeyman's wages, who has been.

did, by order of the ſaid Defendant, Thomas Baillie, Eſq; the Lieutenant» 


Governor of the ſaid Hoſpital, go to the . Infirmary of the ſaid Hoſpital, to 


meaſure the Linen belonging to, and for the uſe of, the ſaid Infirmary ; and 
that they, theſe Deponents, did, in the preſence of the reſpective Nurſes of 
ſeveral different Wards there, meaſure ſeven hundred and ſeventy-two Sheets; 
each of which, as theſe Deponents verily believe, ought to have been two 
yards and an half in length, that being the ſtandard and proper length for 
Sheets made uſe of in the ſaid Hoſpital, as theſe Deponents have been in- 
formed, and verily believe. 


And theſe Deponents further ſeverally ſay, That, upon meaſuring the ſeven

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And this Deponent further ſaith, That James Stuart, Eſq; is the eſtabliſhed! 
Surveyor of the ſaid Hoſpital, and Mr. Robert Mine is the Clerk of the 
Works of the ſaid Hoſpital ; the former of whom very ſeldom attends or 
inſpects the Works carrying on at the ſaid Hoſpital ; and the latter of whom, 
who has apartments in the ſaid Hoſpital, employs a Mr. Skene, who formerly 
was a Cook's Mate in the faid Hoſpital, and now is Butler's Mate there, as 
his Clerk and Aſſiſtant, and under whoſe directions and orders the Workmen, 
employed about the Works of the ſaid Hoſpital, act.

And this Deponent further faith, That both the ſaid Dzckey and Huggin

And ficſt,* the ſaid Benjamin Hooper for himſelf faith, That he hath been 
Boatſwain of the ſaid Ward, which is termed an Helpleſs one, for near fifteen. 
years now laſt paſt. , 2 n 


And this Deponent further faith, That, during four or five years laſt paſts. 
the 
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#the Shirts and Sheets be'onging to the ſaid Hoſpital, and which-are worn by 
the Poor. Penſioners thereof, have been ſo ill and badly waſhed by the perſon 
who contracts with the ſaid Hoſpital for the Waſhing thereof, and have had 

- ſuch an unwholeſome and diſagreeable ſmell when they have been brought 

from the ſaid Contracting Waſherman's, that he, this Deponent, has for 

near five years laſt paſt (excepting about one month) been obliged to have 
the Shirts, allotted for this Deponent-to: wear, waſhed by his Wife, till within 
about a month laſt paſt, when he, this Deponent, finding that they were 
waſhed better by the ſaid Contractor than they were uſed to be (owing, as 
this Deponent believes, .to the enquiries which have lately been made relative 
to the Government of che. ſaid Hoſpital and the. ſtate of the Penſioners there) 
ſent his ſaid Shirts to be waſhed by the ſaid Contracting Waſherman, where 


they are now waſhed tolerably well. 


„And the Deponent Charles Granger, for himſelf faith, That he, this De- 
' ponent, did, for two years, or thereabouts, cauſe the Shirts allotted for his 
uſe to be waſhed: out of the Hoſpital by a perſon to whom he paid three-

And both the ſaid Deponents, Benjamin Hooper, and Charles Granger, for 
themſelves ſeverally ſay, That the badneſs of the Waſhing by the Contractor 
thas, for ſeveral years paſt, till within about a month ago, been generally com- 
plained of by the Poor Penſioners in the ſaid Hoſpital. 


And theſe Deponents ſay, That the Linen, when it came from the ſaid 
'Watherman, was uſed to ſmell very much like hogs dung, 


And both the ſaid Deponents further ſeverally ſay, That they would have 
endeavoured to have got leave to have their Sheets waſhed elſewhere, than at 


the ſaid Contracting Waſherman's, but it would have been too expenſive for 
them te have ſo done. 


And theſe Deponents further ſeverally ſay, That, by order of the Defendant 
(Thomas Baillie, Eſquire) the Lieutenant-Governor of the ſaid Hoſpital, they, 
theſe Deponents, have lately meaſured Twenty Six Pair of Sheets belonging 
tothe aid Edinburgh Ward, (each of which Sheets ought, as theſe Deponents 


have heard and believe, according to the rules of the Hoſpital, to be Two 


Yards and a Half in length); and upon ſuch meaſurement they, theſe Depo- 


nents, found that the ſaid Twenty-fix Pair of Sheets were deficient in meafure

the Neweſt Sheets, being what have been delivered to the Hoſpital by the

And the Deponent Benjamin Hooper for himſelf further faith, That, ſome 
time in the year one thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeventy four, there were 
great complaints made, by the Men in the ſaid Edinburgh Ward, about their 
having Broth only Three Times a Week, inſtead of Five Times, which they 
ought to have had it. 


And this Deponent, in conſequence thereof, applied to the ſaid Defendant. 
{Thomas Baillie) on behalf of the ſaid Poor Men; and that the ſaid Defendant 
(Thomas Baillie) with great humanity and perſeverance, ſoon afterward pro- 
cured the ſaid Poor Men redreſs. 


And this Deponent further ſaith, That it has a peared to this Deponent, 
that the ſaid Thomas Baillie has always, ſince this 1 has been in the 
Hoſpital, behaved himſelf with the greateſt integrity and humanity, in his dif- 
ferent ſtations in the ſaid Hoſpital, towards the Poor Penſioners thereof ; and 
that he has heard, and does verily believe, that the ſaid Thomas Baillie was the 
principal inſtrument of bringing the Contracting Butcher and his Servant, 
who had cheated the Hoſpital, to juſtice; and that, in conſequence thereof, 
and of his activity in endeavouring to get the grievances under which the 
Poor Penſioners have laboured redreſſed, a Party has been formed againſt him 
by ſeveral of the Civil Officers of the ſaid Hoſpital, who have conſtantly en- 
deayoured to thwart him in his juſt.and humane purpoſes.

years, when he was preſſed on board a Man of War, in the ſervice of his late 
Majeſty, and continued in the King's ſervice, on board different Ships, from

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that time till the time he was admitted a Penſioner in the ſaid Hoſpital, ex- 
cept a few years in time of peace, when he was on board different Mer- 
chantmen. | 


And this Deponent ſaith, That during the whole time he was ſo employed 
in the King's and the Merchants' ſervice as aforeſaid, he always endeavoured 
to do his duty in the ſeveral ſtations he was employed in, to the utmoſt of his 
ability; and was in ſeveral engagements againſt the Enemies of this Country, 
and always acquitted himſelf to the ſatisfaction of his Commanders, 


And particularly this Deponent faith, That when on board the Mortar 
Bomb-ketchy bound from Plymeuth to King's-Road, commanded by Thomas 
Hanway, Eſquire, in a gale of wind off the Iſland of Scilly, when the Maſter 
of the ſaid Veſſel declined taking charge of her on account of the heavy gale 
of wind in which they then were, this Deponent took charge of the ſaid 
Veſſel, and carried her ſafe into the port of New Grimſby in the faid Ifland ;

And firſt this Deponent Charles Smith faith, That he was a Seaman in the 
King's and Merchants ſervice for near forty years, about thirty years of which 
time he was in the King's ſervice, and was generally Captain of the Forecaſtle, 
or Boatſwain's Mate, in the ſhips wherein he ſerved; and in one frigate,

And this 1 Jobn Gibbs for himſelf faith, That he was preſſed 
into the King's fervice in the year one thouſand ſeven hundred and forty-five, 
and continued therein in different ſhips till about the year one thouſand feven

a Penſioner in the ſaid Hoſpital, and has never ſince that time been before the 
Council, or any Officer of the Houſe, for any offence whatever ;- that he was 
bound Apprentice, and ſerved his time in the Merchants ſervice ; that in the 
year ſeventeen hundred and fifty-five he entered voluntarily into his Majeſty's 
ſervice, and continued therein all the laſt war, and is now totally blind, 


having loſt his ſight on the coaſt of Africa. 


And this Deponent further ſaith, That he hath heard and believes, that 
the Poſts and Rails which were lately ſtanding almoſt all round the Walls 


of the Hoſpital, and which are now taken down, were originally erected, a 


great number of years ago, for the fafety of the Blind and Lame Penſioners 
of the ſaid Hoſpital, on account of a Man's being killed upon the ſpot by 


a'Cart. 


And this Deponent further ſaith, That, ſince the ſaid Rails have been ſo 
taken down, one. Robinſon, a Penſioner in the ſaid Hoſpital, has had his leg 
broken in attempting to get out of the way of a coach coming along; and 
one James Newman, a Blind Man belonging to the ſaid Hoſpital, has like- 
wiſe, fince the ſaid Poſts and Rails have been ſo taken down, had his hand 
very much torn and bruiſed, by being preſſed againſt a wall by an Aſs laden 


with pots. 


And this Deponent further faith, That he himſelf hath alſo, ſince the faid 


Poſts and Rails have been ſo taken down, been in very great danger of being 
killed by a vicious Stone-Horſe coming along the road, which would have run

months, to pay for waſhing the Shirts which were allotted for this Depo- 
nent to wear, out of his own pocket; and that the Deponent once, on purpoſe 
to try if his Shirt was waſhed at all or not, turned it inſide out, and put three 
Pins in the collar of it, in ſuch a manner, as that the perſon who waſhed it 
mult have found them; but when the Shirt came back to this Deponent, he 
found it in the ſame condition as it was in when it went to the Laundry, and 
the pins remaining therein; and that this Deponent went twice to the 
Matron { Miſs Birt Jo complain of the bad waſhing of the Sheets and Shirts;

waſhed, that many of. the Poor Penſioners. have been-obliged to waſh them 
themſelves, after they have come from the Contracting Waſherman's; and 
that the Shirts are ſo very. ſhort, that ſeveral of the Penfioners can ſcarcely put 
them in their Breeches; and inſtead of containing three yards and an half of 
Cloth, as they ought»to do by the ſtandard.meaſure of. the ſaid Hoſpital, wy F 
13 f 5 00 
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do not contain more than (ſome of them) three yards and half a quarter, and 
others three yards and a quarter; and that ſome of the pairs of Sheets want 
half a yard, ſome three quarters of a yard, and ſome a yard, in the quantity of 
cloth which they ought to contain; and that the Caps, Towels, Stocks, and 
Pillow-caſes, run equally ſhort in proportion; but that the Linen, made ſince 
the commencement of the enquiry into the affairs of the faid Hoſpital, has 
been of a proper length and ſize. 


And this Deponent Elizabeth Bolton for herſelf further ſaith, That the 
Gowns and Petticoats, formerly delivered to the Nurſes of the faid Hoſpital, 
were as good as any poor Widows need to wear ; but that lately they have not 
been worth half the money they were uſed to be. 


And the Deponent — Roſe for herſelf further faith, That the Gowns and 
Petticoats, delivered to the Nurſes of the faid Hoſpital, have greatly di- 
miniſhed in goodneſs fince ſhe has been in the ſaid Hoſpital, 


And theſe Deponents further ſay, That the Sheets, Stocks, and Pillow- 
Caſes, which have been almoſt new, have been often changed when they have 
gone to be waſhed, and old ones returned in the place of them, , 


And theſe nents further. ſay, That they have both been repeatedly 
threatened, both Mile Bire, one of the Matrons of the ſaid Hoſpital, and 
by 7. Mapleſden, a Captain in the faid Hoſpital, to be turned out of the 
ſaid Hoſpital, if they ſhould either of them be ſeen going to the houſe of the 
Defendant, Thomas Baillie, Eſq; which threats, as theſe Deponents verily and 
in their conſcience. believe, were intended to intimidate them from ſpeaking 
or giving evidence concerning the affairs of the ſaid Hoſpital. 


And theſe Deponents further ſay, That the Beds, Bed-Ticking, and Bed - 
ding, throughout the faid Hoſpital, ſo far as theſe Deponents have obſerved, 
have been of late years, and particularly ſince the preſent Steward, Mr. Godby, 
came into office in the ſaid Hoſpital, very inferior, and not any thing like 1a,

TAMES WILSON, a Penſioner in the Royal Hoſpital for Seamen ae 
JB Greenwich, maketh oath and faith, That he, this Deponent, hath been 
Mate or Aſſiſtant to the late Guardian of the Charity-Boys of the ſaid 
Hoſpital, about ſix years and a half. 


And this Deponent further faith, That ſoon after he was appointed to 
his ſaid Office, he ſaw Jobn Williams, the Guardian of the Boys, gag ſeveral 
of the ſaid Boys, in a very cruel manner, with Iron Bed-Screws, which he uſed 
to keep for that purpoſe, and tie the ſaid Bed-Screws in their mouths: with 
fmall Cords, and keep them in that ſituation for an hour together; and that 
he, this Deponent, has ſeveral times known- him the ſaid Williams hand-cuff 
the Boys two together, and lock them up in a dark room all night ; and 
that he uſed often, in very hot weather, to lock the ſaid Boys up in a little - 
Cloſe dark room, till the poor Boys. were almoſt juſt fainting for want of 
Water; and that he would not ſuffer any Water to be brought into tho 
' Ward, nor the Boys to go out to get any; and that he, this. Deponent, has 
fometimes ſeen them drinking their own- Urine through want of Water ; and- 
that he this Deponent, and one of his then brother Mates (who is ſince dead) 
have frequently been reprimanded by the ſaid Williams, for giving the Boys 
Water when they were in that correction; and that once in particular the ſaid 


Williams threatened his brother Mate to get him broke for giving them Water. 


And this Deponent further ſaith, That theſe inhumanities, . together with 
6ther charges againſt the ſaid Williams, were complained of to the Council of 
the ſaid Hoſpital ; and the ſaid Williams, together with. the ſaid Deponent, 
and two other Mates of the Boys, were examined before the Council: and 
it ſeemed to this Deponent, that the Council was convinced of the truth of 
the ſaid charges, and, as this Deponent has heard and believes, laid the 
ſame before the Governor of the ſaid Hoſpital ; but that he, this Deponent, 
never heard that the ſaid Williams wes ever reprimanded: for the fame, or that 
any further notice was taken of it. | Lr v. 
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And this Deponent further ſaith, That he well remembers, that on the ſeven- 
teenth of Auguſt, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeventy-five, Dr. Haſſacł, 
the Phyſician of the ſaid Hoſpital, and Mr. Lawrence, the Store-keeper at 
Woolwich, came into the Burying-ground of the Hoſpital, to enquire for a 
Boy whoſe name was Fenknſon, and whoſe Mother lived with the ſaid Mr: 
Lawrence as a Servant, who had been barbarouſly beaten with a Rattan by 
the ſaid Willams, when they examined the ſaid Boy, and found that he had 
been very cruelly beaten, inſomuch that his Thighs were dreadfully bruiſed 
and wealed ; and that many others of the ſaid Boys then offered to ſhew. the 
ſaid Dr. Hofack and Mr. Lawrence their Thighs, but that they did not chuſe 
to ſee them, ſaying that they had ſeen enough; and then that Dr. Hofſack 
(as this Deponent believes) complained to the Captain of the Week, who 
laid the complaint before the Council of the ſaid Hoſpital, and who ordered 
the Guardian. and his Four Mates to attend the Council, where they were.

Bailke, in-procuring the faid-Penfioners redreſs for the many grievances under 
which they laboured ; and if the Beer and Meat had continued ſo bad — 
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this time, this Deponent yerily believes, that he himſelf, and many more of 
the ſaid Penſioners, would have died for want of proper food. 


And this Deponent furiher faith, That his Wife, who died about three 
months ago, was, by the permiſſion of the ſaid Thomas Baillie (he, this De- 
ponent, not being able to pay the pariſh-fees) interred in the i | 
of the ſaid Hoſpital, by the Reverend Mr. Cooke, one of the Chaplains thereof, 
who, in the midſt of the burial-ſervice, aſked this Deponent who gave him

T is preſumed, That from Evidence ſo indiſputable as the foregoing Affl- 
I davits, the conduct of the Directors will appear, to every impartial Reader, 
very different from what they have thought proper to report ; and that the 
opinion Captain Baillie had entertained of Men undertaking to judge in their 
own cauſe was but too well founded. 


In the firſt inſtance, they rejected Evidence abſolutely unexceptionable, 
viz. the Minutes of the Council of the Houſe :—They refuſed, likewiſe, to 
enquire into the Admiſſion of Landmen, contrary to Charter ;—into the In- 
attention, Negligence, or Corruption, of the Civil Officers, reſpeQing va. 
rious Frauds and Abuſes committed in the Hoſpital ;—or into the Drunken- 
neſs, and other Irregularities of the Penſioners, of which They (the Directors 
themſelves) had complained, and which, as was unanimouſly reported to them 


by the Council, are occaſioned by the Money the Directors order to be 
given, in licu of Proviſions, to above a Thouſand Men :—And they declined 


even to avail themſelves of the warning Captain Baillie had given them con- 
cerning the danger of Fire in the Hoſpital, ariſing from the careleſſneſs of a 


great number of Journeymen Taylors, and others, ſuffered to work over the 
Chapel by candle-light. 


The conſideration of all theſe Complaints, however important to the 
Public, was to be avoided by the Committee; and their attention directed,
